wants no Spirit, if he did, he ſhould never have Married my 
Daughter ; as to: his Policy you have as little reaten to doubt, 
as I of his Fidelity; theF large Remonſtrance retiders him, I 
think, very clear handed and Subtle: And with him 1 will 
 Jeave a ſufficient Scrength, both of Foot and Horſe; Which 
together with the City Forces, of which we are now ſure (the 
General alſo, ſo Popular and Valiant a man, ſtaying here alſo 
to overſee them,) (hall, you need not fear, ſuppreſs all Inſurre- 
Gions and Tumilts whatſoever : : however, [ have left fuch di- 
retions with my Son Tretoz, about / ilbarn and the reſt,as1f ever 
hereafter they obſerve him or them, to ſtir: up the People to Se- 
_. dition, or to ſcribble any thing as formerly againſt our procee- 
dings; that he ſhall forthwith execute Military Juſtice upon 
them, Ad terrorem mortua ne mordent, the Engliſh is; dead men 
tell no tales. ſince neither our mercy, nor the Chee they have of 
the uprightneſs of our Cauſe, will invite them to forbear be- 
{patte.ing the Iawocert Robes of this Infant Eſtate. And now Be- 
loved, as we muſt not corceal any thing from one another(ye all 
being my Souldiers,and'with your Wives my intimate privadoes 
and boſom Friends) I ſhall make bold to acquaint your ingenu's 
ty, in inſtancing another doubt, with.a danger at the end of it, 
- which although it may ſtartle you at the firſt fight, yet be of good 
courage, be faithful, and ſtrong, 1t admits of any ealle So- 
 hation, viz. About the Accord now on F oot, between the Scots 
and their new King. Truly mult confeſs, my defi Ins were ne- _ 


ver 
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yer till now ſo diverted and confounded ; for I muſt tell you, 1 

always reverenc'd that ſhort. but pithy Precept of Machiavet , 
divide aud reign ; So long as Icould keep them at odds amongſt 
themſelves, 1 I feared not but to order them as I pleaſed, But 
now it is too true, that both the Parliament and Trieſts of that 


Kingdom, have attainted Argile of Treaſon, viz. For hol- | 3 


ding the hands of the Scots, until we Executed that exemplary 
piece of Juſtice upon the King : ; And that they therefore intend 
to cut his Head off, which if they do, they deſtroy our only 
Friend in that Kingdom : And the differences on Foot there, 
mult needs expire with his death ; which being once done,there 
willnothing be le ft to be done, but to vie Authority with us, 
and threaten us a ſecond Invaſion ; for you muſt underſtand the 
Scots are a Warlike People, that there is nothing will make 
them ſooner Rebe), then Plenty and Idleneſs ; They cannot be 
long at Peace ; If they were quiet amongſt themſelves,they muſt 
fads us. Now Beloved, to preſerve our (elves againſt them, 
if it ſhould come to the pinch , we had. better quit thoſe out- 
houſes of Ireland, and though that were burnt, 1t matters not, 
ſo we be ſecure at home : ; To which end I have reſolved, that if 
they cut off the Head of Argile, or otherways diſable him to 
proſecute our Intereſt there ; that then I will wave the War in 
Treland, and keeping the fore-door of this Nation cloſe ſhut, 
bend all my Forces to defend the back-door againſt that perfi- 
dious Peoplez And this I perceive to be the ſureſt way, provi- 
ded I can make choice of truſty and able Men to ſecure the 
Ports and Towns,andIn-land Garriſons,without revolts,or Trea- 
Fhery ; and this will be the eaFer done,conſidering the Men and 

oney we have at our dif poſals ; I ell you, one Thouſand thall 
ſlay there ter Thonſaxd, and in a ſhort time make them alittle 
contemptible miſerable People ; and at laſt root them out from 
off the face of the Earth, and poſſeſs our ſelves of their Lands, 
for anlnheritance to us, and our Generations for ever. 

But I have ſtrayed too far from my Text, I will now come to 
the remaining words of i it, and ſo conclude, .

Counce]; 1 deſire there- 
fore, Dear Brethren, and Sifters ; that you daily power out 
your Prayers and fupplications for'us, and for our ſtccels a- 
gainſt the wicked 'and ungodly- that 'are riſen up againſtus ;

F FEmbracer and Spiritual Kiſſesto delight and ſweeten: your pal- 


ſages through this vale of miſery. ,, And that you take Tpccial
